and before the Word of Command was well given his 
Meo had all fix'd their Bayonets to their Mufquers, 
the Sight of which fo difmay'd the Mob, thar pre- 
fently they gave way, and then the Towns-people 
rufh'd upon them with as much Violence, and as litrie 
Mercy, as They had fhewn before; fo that about 
Midnight there was not one to be feen, bur thofe they 
had taken Prifoners, or thofe fo maim’d. with Blows 
and Bruifes that they were not able to make their 
Efcape. Upon the Whole of this Matter, which I 
may venture to fay is true ia Particular, if the 
Soldiers had not ! arrived as they did, this rich 
and p»pulous Town had not only been plunder’d, but 
reduced to a Heap of Afhes.

The following isa patticular Account of the gal- 
lant Ation at Salo, of which fome Mention was 
made in the Article from Portmahone inferted in our 
Paper of Tucfday left 
From on board bis Majefty's Ship Advice, June 12, 1740 

The 6th Inftant at 2 o’Clock Afternoon the Pem- 
broke and Advice went into Salo Bay, in order to 
bring off or deftroy two Spanifth Veffels which were 
in there, loaded with Wise, &c. There are two 
Forts on the Starboard Side with 12 or 15 Guns, the 
other had but 4 Guns, acd Jies at the Bottom ot the 
Bay near the Cuftom-houfe. At Half an Hour paft 
three we began the Attack on the Starboard Caftle, 
they having fir'd at us feveral Times as we were tow- 
ing in, at four we anchor’d Half a Mile from the 
Forts, and all fir'd briskly. By this Time the Spa- 
niar4s had tow’d the two Vefels afhore betwixt the 
two Forts, on which we mann’d and arm‘d our 
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— who weat on Shore, with Orders cither to

bring the Veſſels off, or fet them on Fire ; and after 
being afhore three Hours, with a great deal - 
¢:-fs and without the Lefs of ene Man, we —8 
them both off By this Time our Ships with their 
Fire had difmouned all their Guos, except two at the 
Starboard Caftie, and ene at the other. At nine 
o'Clock the fame Evening we weigh’d Anchor, be- 
viog loft only one Man on board the PemUroke, tho” 
feveral of their Shor ftruck our Ships ; and onc of 
14 Pounds went into our Larboard rter, dif- 
mounted one of the Guns ia the great Cabbin, and 
fluck in our Starboard Side.
